The  present  rates  are  kc   for  the  first  pound  and  Ic  for  each  additional 
pound  or  fraction  of  a  pound.   The  words  "Library  Materials"  must  be  written  or 
stamped  on  each  package.   Increases  in  other  rates  include: 

First  Class  letter  from  k<^  to  5c  per  ounce. 
Postcards  from  3<J  to  ^c  per  ounce. 
Airmail  from  7C  to  8c  per  ounce. 

Second  class  editorial  matter,  3  annual  4%  increases.  ^ 

Second  class  advertising  matter,  3  annual  10%  increases.  % 

Third  class  bulk  rates  from  3^  to  4<j  per  piece. 

Fourth  class  educational  materials  from  9C  to  9i(j  on  first  pound,  and  to 
]0^   on  first  pound  with  no  increase  in  the  Si   rate  for  succeeding  pounds.
